I will also proceed to reappoint Judge Theodor Meron (United States of 
America) as President of the Mechanism from 1 July 2018 to 18 January 2019, and to 
appoint Judge Carmel Agius (Malta) as President of the Mechanism from 19 January 
2019 to 30 June 2020.
